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OF MEXIC PROBLEM 


‘Scott and Obregon An- 
nounce That Agreement 
Satisfactory to Both Gov- 
ernments Will Probably Be 
Reached. 


CONFERENCE IS MARKED 
BY MUTUAL GOOD WILL 


Obregon Understands U. S. 
Troops Won't Be ‘With- 
drawn—Scott Makes Clear 
Friendly Attitude of United 
States Towards Mexico. 


El Paso, Texas, May 2.—Marked 
progress toward an agreement was 
* made today by the American and Mexi- 
can conferees considering United States 
troop dispositions in Mexico, acoording 
to unofficial but authoritative advices. 

It is believed now the matter may 
be threshed out in the next day or so. 
This progress was due to the fact, it 
was said, that General Obregon, rep- 
resenting the de facto Mexican gov- 
ernment, had concluded there was no 
possibility of altering the intention of 
the Washington governmént not to 
» withdraw General Pershing’s expedi- 
tionary force immediately. 

At 8 o’clock tonight, eight hours 
after his conference with General 
Obregon began, General Scott, chief of 
staff of the United States army, hand- 
ed the following statement to the As- 


sociated Press: 
“We are still conferring in 4 spirit 


of mutual good will, and hope to ar- 
rive at a solution that will be satis- 
factory to both of our. governments. 
There will be nothing more for publi- 


cation. od 
‘ This statement was signed “Obregon 


and Scott.” 

The attitude. of the Mexican minister 
of war is believed to have been de- 
acribed by a Mexican official close- 
ly conversant with the entire situa- 
tion, who said: 

"Between the two’ evils you must 
choose the lesser. It would be folly 
to suppose the de facto government 
desires war.” 

_ It was gathered from this that the 

Mexicans had decided not to press the 
question of withdrawal with the pos- 
sibility that a break might follow. 

Negotiations Take Unexpected Turn. 
The negotiations today took an un- 
expected turn. In the morning it was 
announced that there probably would 
be a meeting of the conferees in the 
afternoon with Generals Funston and 
Seott representing the United States 
as in the first conference, and with 
Generals Obregon and Jacinto Trevino 
representing Mexico. At noon, how- 
ever, General Scott walked unattended 
from his private car to the Hotel Paso 
del Norte, leayine General Funston to 
Junch alone in the car; about the same 
time General Obregon crossed over 
from Juarez in his touring car and pro- 
‘ceeded to the same place. 

Arriving at the hotel, General Scott 
apd General Obregon went to a room 
on the eighth floor, reserved by A. J. 
McQuatters, president of the Alvaredo 
Mining and Milling company, which has 
large interests at Parral, the scene of 
the recent outbreak of Mexicans 
against the American troops. It be- 
came known then that the two gen- 
erals were to be the guests at lunch- 
eon of Mr. McQuatters, a friend of 
both, 

At this meeting, which began at noon 
and lasted into the night, General Scott 
is reported to have employed the same 
tactics which he successfully employed 
jn Kis negotiations with Villa, the Geo- 
ronimo incident and other affairs which 
won for him the reputation of being 
the official peacemaker of the Wash- 
ington government. 

What Scott Said to Obregon. 

He is said to have indicated to Gen- 
eral Obregon these things: 

That the United States is the best 
friend Mexico has. 

That President Wilson only wishes 
to see Mexico rid of Villa outlaws and

That it appears that the attitude of 
the United States government has not 
been properly understood, since far 
from seeking intervention that is the 
very thing it wishes to avoid.

Macon, Ga. May 2.—(Special.)— 


With the gathering of the delegates 
tonight for tomorrow's state conven- 
tion, it soon became apparent that there 
were so many aspirants for the position 
of. delegates to the national democratic 
convention at St. Louis that something 
had to be done about it. Accordingly, 
there was tentatively arranged a pro- 
gram for tomorrow under which eight 
delegates from the state-at-large will 
be chosen, instead of four, and four 
delegates from each district instead of 
two, each of them to be given half a 
vote. 

This plan has been generally agreed 
upon instead of the usual one of choos- 
ing delegates and alternates, so that 
Georgia will probably send as the re- 
sult of tomorrow’s convention fifty-six 
delegates and no alternates to the St. 
Louis democratic gathering. . 


This plan will give almost every one 
desirous of making the trip an oppor- 
tunity to officially attend the conven- 
tion. 

Plan Generally Approved. 

The new arrangement, which is sim- 
ilar to that made for the Baltimore 
convention four years ago, was al the 
talk in the hotel lobbies tonight, where 
hundreds of delegates to the state con- 
vention had already gathered. Every- 
body expressed general’ satisfaction 
with the plan and the indications are 
that nothing but harmony will prevail 
and that the convention’s busiress will 
be disposed of within a couple of hours 
after it meets at noon tomorrow. 

There is naturally a good eal of 
discussion as to who wil} he the at- 
large delegates to St. Louis. Tonight 
there are nine names mentioned, from 
among whem the eigkt will be selected. 
These are: W, H. Cummins, of Leila: 
James R. Gray, of Atlanta: Tharles IL. 
Bartlett, of Macon: W. *. Jenkins, of 
Eatonton; John Vandiver. of Rome; \W. 


HH. Davis: of . Waynesboro: Crawford 
Wheatley, Of Americus: Nevle Col- 
quitt, of Savannah, and H. H.. Dean, 
of Gainesville. Appearance cf nine 
active competitors in the field for del- 
egate-at-large with only eight to he 
chosen creates some little polities.

C. C. Brantley, of Valdosta editor of 
The Times, will be named presidential 
electors from the State-at-large on 
the democratic or Wilson ticket. 

There is nothing to it but Wilson so 
far as the state convention is concern- 
ed and the only talk among the dele- 
gates on this score is to make it just 
as strong as possible. To that end it 
is stated that some of the foremost 
Wilson men of the state will be put 
upon the platform committee for the 
purpose of writing as forceful a Wilson 
platform as can be put into English. 

The state executive committee will 
meet at 9:30 o’clock in. the morning 
and finish with its business before the 
convention assembles at noon. Many 
of the members of the committee aré 
delegates to the convention and want 
to attend both.

of the war. 

The premier claimed that the condi- 
tion he had ajl along stipulated as the 
only justification for such a step, 
namely, general consent of the na- 
tion, now had been obtained, as proved 
by the speeches delivered in the house:

Speedy Passage for Bill. 

The debate which followed the pre- 
mier’s speech showed that the bill is 
likely to have a speedy passage, as it 
met with general approval. A number 
of liberal and labor members said, how- 
ever, that in effect the bill was not 
justified. They contended that the gov- 
ernment had been gradually driven 
from point to point by the conscription- 
ist press and that military necessities 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
government's giving way. 

The bill will be introduced, and, it is 
understood, will contain no suspensory 
clause. 

The labor party is about equally di- 
vided for and against the bill. Tha 
Irish nationalists will stand aloof and 
take no part in the division. There is 
no hint of any cabinet resignations or 
of the labor members of the ministry 
seceding. 

Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster leader, 
during the course of his speech, said 
he would not lend himself personally 
to any attack with regard to the Me- 
sopotamian campaign, as he believed 
all departments were responsible for it.

REGULAR REPUBLICANS 
WIN IN CALIFORNIA 


San Francisco, May 2.—The “old” or 
“regular” republican ticket for dele- 
gates to the national convention ran 
substantially ahead of the united or 
‘new” republicans in early returns re- 
ceived @onight from completed pre- 
cinects in more than 40 of the more 
populous counties of the state. 

Returns from the democratic and 
progressive tickets, on which there 
were no contests, were slow. The pro- 
gressive vote was reported as light, 
vigorous efforts having been made by 
the united republicans to swing it 
their way. 

“Regular” republicans asserted that 
the outcome was beyond dispute and 
issued statements congratulating the 
people of California. 

At the united republican headquar- 
ters the loss of San Francisco county 
was conceded. No other concessions 
were made. 

Governor Johnson in a public letter 
indorsed the “new” republicans and if 
they are elected they are pledged to 
vote for some “forward-looking candi- 
date” at the national convention, The 
“new” had their twenty-six delegates 
at the top of the republican ballot.

GERMAN SILENCE y 
ABOUT U. S. NOTE 

CAUSES CONCERN 

AT WASHINGTON 


Two Weeks Have Elapsed 
Since American Demands 
Regardins Submarines 
Were Made, and State De- 
partment Still Lacks In- 
formation About German 
Attitude. 


FEARED GERMAN REPLY 
WILL NOT TAKE SHAPE 
OF A SIMPLE RESPONSE 


Belief Grows That Germany 
Will Be Argumentative in 
Answer Which Will Not 
Meet the Requirements of 
the United States—Silence 
of Ambassador Gerard Also 
Worrying the State De- 
partment. 


> 


Washington, May 2.—Two weeks have 
passed since the United States dis- 
patched to Germany its note demand- 
ing that an abandonment of present 
methods of submarine warfare immedi- 
ately be declared and effected. Tonight 
the state department still was without 
any definite information indicating that 
the demand would be complied with. 

As the days go by and no reply comes 
from Berlin and Ambassador Gerard 
sends no word regarding the attitude of 
the German government an air of grave 
concern is beginning to manifest itself 
in administration circles. Publicly offi- 
cials continue to preserve an air of 
optimism. Privately no attempt is 
made to conceal a contrary feeling, and 
this feeling is certain to become more 
pronounced unless some definite news 
is forthcoming overnight. 

Argumentative Reply Feared. 

It is felt here that the very length 
of time which has been consumed by 
the German government is preparing a 
reply in itself indicates that the com- 
munication will not take the shape of 
a simple response the direct’ and 
clear-cut issue raised in the American 
note. [t feared that the reply 
likely to assume an argumentative 
character which can scarcely be re- 
garded as meeting the requirements of 
the United States. 

Persons in close touch 
at ¢he German embassy, however, con- 
tinue to express themselves as being 
positive that Germany will make con- 
cessions to the United States which 
will prevent the breaking off of diplo- 
matic relations. They say the Berlin 
government had been advised that the 
United States meant just what it said 
in its note and was not prepared to 
enter into any negotiations on the sub- 
ject of submarine warfare until pres- 
ent methods had been abandoned. 

What German Circles Say. 

It is felt in German circles that Ger- 
many certainly will agree to abandon 
operations objectionable to the United 
States, at least pending negotiations 
on the subject. In this connection it 
is pointed out that there even is a 
possibility that instructions ¢o this 
end already have been issued to sub- 
marine commanders, there not having 
been reported during the last few days 
attacks which could be complained of. 

Heretofore Ambassador Gerard has 
kept Secretary Lansing and President 
Wilson fully advised, not only in re- 
gard to official developments, but in 
reg@rd to the probabilities in advance 
of governmental action and court gos- 
sip as well.

NO DECISION REACHED, 
SAYS HERR VON JAGOW. 

Berlin, May 2.—(Via London.)—Herr 
von Jagow, the foreign minister, at 
the reopening of the sitting of the 
budget committee of the reichstag to- 
day, said the government had not yet 
reached a decision with regard to the 
situation that had arisen from the 
American note to Germany regarding 
Germany’s submarine campaign. As 
soon as the imperial chancellor return- 
ed from headquarters, Herr von Jagow 
added, he would give the committee 
definite information. 

The foreign minister said the govern- 
ment, in view of the importance of 
the American question, would have 
been glad to make a statement today 
regarding the status of the problem, 
but that for the reason atated this 
was impossible.

German aircraft have bombed 
eral Russian positions in the Gulf of 
Riga, and a Russian air squadron has 
delivered an attack against the Ger- 
man naval base at Windau, Courland. 

Vienna reports that the heavy fight- 
ing between the Austrians and Italians

GERMAN TRENCHES. 


May 2.—A strong attack was 
made by French troops last night on 
German positions southeast of Fort 
Douaumont, on the Verdun front. The 
French captured a first-line German 
trench 500 meters tong, the war office 
announced this afternoon, and took 100 


men prisoner. 

West of the River Meuse activity of 
the artillery continued through the 
night from the Avocourt region to 
Dead Man Hill. 

The war office also announced that 
in their attacks on April 29 and 30, on 
the north slope of eDad Man Hill the 
French gained German trenches over a 
front of about 2,000 meters and a depth 
of 300 to 600 meters. 

The statement follows: 

“South of the River Somme a sur- 
prise attack upon one of our smaller 
ositions in the region of Dompserre 
as successfully repulsed by the 
French fire. 

“In the Champagne district we have 
bombarded supply trains of the enemy 
north of the Navarian farm. 

“In the Argonne a strong German 
reconnaissance has been dispersed at a 
point north of Harazee. 

“West of the River Meuse artillery 
activity continued last night from a 
point in the region of Avocourt as far 
as Dead Man Hill. 

‘Further information brings to our 
knowledge that the actions conducted 
by us on the 29th and 30th of April 
on the northern slopes of Dead Man 
Hill resulted in our getting possession 
of about 1,000 meters of first position 
trenches of the enemy ‘for a depth of 
between 300 and 600 meters. 

“East of the River Meuse yesterday 
afternoon French troops delivered a 
spirited attack on the positions of the 
enemy at a point southeast of Fort 
Douaumont.

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WORSHAM ADDRESSES. 
CONSERVATION CONGRESS 


Georgian Presides at Washing- 
ton Meeting—Fight Likely 
Over Water Power. 


Washington, May 2.—The National 
‘Conservation congress met here today 
with a threatened fight on its hands 
similar to the one that nearly split 
‘the organization at its last meeting 
three years ago and which ended in 
Victory for Gifford Pinchot and others 
who opposed removing from public 
ownership any of the country’s unde- 
Veloped water power 

Majority and minority 
committee reports promise to precipi- 
tate the clash tomorrow. Speeches at 
, today’s sessions by conservationists 
from many parts of the country were 
; overshadowed by the prospects of the 
‘fight considered inevitable. 

The majority water power report wiil 
‘recommend indorsement of the Shields 
bill, pending in congress, which would 
permit construction of dams in Nnavi- 
gable streams under licenses issued by 
the secretary of war and give grantees 
the right to operate power plants tor 
fifty years. The federal government 
then could take over the plants, after 

iving two years’ notice, by paying a 
fair valuation. Regulation of rates and 
services under the bill would be left 
with the states, or if interstate com- 
merce were involved, with the inter- 
state commerce commission when the 
states concerned could not agree. 

Minority members of the water pow- 
er committee, who oppose the Shields 
bill, are a part of the Pinchot element 
which on the floor of the congress 
three years ago added to a committee 
report an amendment declaring that in 
the judgment of the congress “no wa- 
ter power now owned or controlled by 
the public should be sold, granted or 
given away in perpetuity, or in any 
manner removed from the public own- 
ership.” ) 

The forestry committee's report, also 
to be presented tomorrow, emphasizes 
the part the national forests would play 
in time of war, and urges a definite 
and permanent national policy for 
utilization of forest resources. 

Speakers today included E, Lee Wor- 
sham, of Atlanta, president of the con- 
gress; M. L, Alexander, president of 
the conservation commission of Louis- 
tana, and John Barrett, director of the 
Pan-American Union. 

Mr. Worsham, in his opening addresa, 
said: 

“The four watchwords before this 
country are conservation, efficiency, 
patriotism and preparedness, The sit- 
uation which America faces calls for 
conservation, development and utiliza- 
tion of the country’s resources There 
must be no incompetency, no useless 
expenditure of either energy, time or 
sustenance.”

There were two limiting conditions, 
the premier continued, in the matter 
of recruiting which applied to BEng- 
land, but not to the other beligerents; 
namely, maintenance of supremacy in 
the seas, both by means of the navy 
and of the mercantile marine, and 
financing of the nation’s allies. 

The prime minister announced that 
the whole recruiting problem would be 
dealt with in a single bill. 

Surrender of Kut. 

In addressing the house of commons, 
Premier Asquith said the public was 
naturally depressed by the deplorable 
incident of the surrender of the gar- 
rison at Kut-el-Amara, but that it was 
not an event of military importance. 

Referring to the attacks on theegov- 
ernment in this and other connections, 
he invited the house to turn to speeches 
delivered during previous crisis in the 
history of the country. It would be 
found that charges of exactly the same 
nature were made. There had been the 
same accusations of indecision, pro- 
crastination, half-heartedness and de- 
lay, and exactly the same cry for a 
savior or a combination of saviors. 

At one moment the people were told 
that the civilians in the cabinet—as 
quite wrongly in the case of Gallipoli— 
had overruled their military and naval 
experts. At another moment—as he 
believed they would be told in regard 
to Mesopotamia—it was said the civil- 
ians in the cabinet were too subservi- 
ent to their military advisers. 

British Forces Grewing. 

“My answer to all this,” Mr. Asquith 
continued, “is that if there have been 
mistakes or blunders, perhaps both, in 
policy or strategy, our contribution—~— 
the contribution of the United King- 
dom and the empire to the common 
cause—has grown and is growing 
steadily, month by month, and is great- 
er at this moment and better directed 
than before. And the naval and mili- 
tary situation of the allies has never 
been so good as it is today. 

“We have to put up with these 
things,” the premier said. He addeil 
that the government would not be dis- 
turned by them as long as it retained 
the confidence of the country. 

After reviewing carefully the condi- 
tions under which recruiting hal been 
carried out, the premier said it had 
been decided that the men required 
could not and would not be obtained in 
due time with the existing machinery. 
He pointed out there was an immense 
advantage in getting rid of piecemeal 
treatment of the question which had 
given rise to so much objection. 

Speeches made in the last week, es- 
pecially by labor representatives,” he 
said, encouraged the belief that there 
was a general desire to settle the 
whole matter once and for all, and get 
it finally out of+the wat. He hoped 
that would be the effect of the bill to 
be introduced tomorrow. 

In coming to its conclusion that the 
existing machinery would not provide 
the men required in the necessary time, 
Mr. Asquith said the cabinet decided 
that the provision for men included 
in the ‘bill brought in last week, which 
was withdrawn, and the _ addiitonal 
200,000 unattested married men, were 
essential to maintenance of the anmies 
in the field. :

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' Two Killed, Four Fatally 
' Wounded and Score Se- 
riously Hurt When Strikers 
Charge Pittsburg Steel 
_ Plant. | 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 2.—Two men are 
known to have been killed, four prob- 
ably fatally wounded and a score se- 
riously hurt today when a mob, said 
by the authorities to have been com- 
posed principally of foreigners, attack- 
ed the Edgar Thomson works of the 
Carnegie Steel company in Braddock, 
where a strike is in progress. A pitch- 
ed battle lasting an hour followed, but 
the rioters were finally forced to re- 
treat in the face of a deadly fire from 
riot guns and revolvers of deputy 
sheriffs and plant guards. 
tion is quiet tonight, but 2,000 citizens, 
sworn in as deputies, are patrolling the 
streets. ‘ 3 

The riot was the climax of a day of 
disorder in the boroughs of Braddock 
and Rankin, during which mobs storm- 
ed the plants of four big steel com- 
panies, drove the workmen out and 
then partly wrecked the interior of 
the plants. 

Snipers Were Busy. 

Snipers hidden in doorways and win- 
dows near the Thirteenth street en- 
trance tried to pick off deputies who 
were fighting to hold back the mob and 
two deputies were said to have been 
hit. Women also joined in the mad 
fight to gain entry to the works and 
two of these were wounded. The two 
men killed were foreigners. 

The mob first wrecked the office of 
W. J. Dixon, superintendent of trans- 
portation at the Edgar Thomson 
works. Deputies rushing to prevent 
the destruction of the office were com- 
pelled to use it as a barricade and from 
behind the wreckage they poured sh 
after shot into the mob which with- 
drew. After stoning the plant for 45 
minutes the mob charged again and in 
a hand-to-hand struggle the deputies 
and guards were forced back inside the 
plant. 

Deputies at the Westinghouse plants 
in Wilmerding and East Pittsburg 
were hurried to the scene and after a 
fierce battle the mob was forced back 
out of the gates and forced to run for 
shelter. 

Constabulary Ordered to Scene. 

Reports received here tonight said 
that two companies of state constab- 
ulary which have been on strike duty 
at Wilkesbarre, Pa., have been ordered 
to Braddock and will arrive tomorrow 
morning. :

turing company strikers at East Pitts- 
burg to continue their efforts to bring 
out the workmen in the other factories 
of the Turtle Creek and Monongahela 
valleys in support of their demand for 
an eight-hour day. They had been de- 
feated in a similar attempt yesterday. 
Pickets who had been stationed at a 
number of Braddock factories had been 
worsted in encounters with workmen 
and the plants of the American Steel 
and Wire company, a United States 
Steel corporation subsidiary, and a 
number of other plants had been shut 
down as a protection to the employees; 
the management announced. Other 


‘plants continued to operate, however, 


and when the news was brought to 
the marching throng that the fac- 
tories would have none of them, the 
route was changed and they stormed 
the buildings of the Sterling Steel 
Foundry company, whose employees 
have been working eight hours a day 
for some time. The workmen were 
driven out and much damage done. This 
success was quickly followed by at- 


tacks on other factories in the neigh-. 


borhood, the marchers continuing their 
work of destruction at every place 
where the men refused to join them. 

The frenzied men swept through the 
plant, “ew workmen from their ma- 
chines and knocking down all who 
stood in their way. Twenty or more 
employees were injured before the mob 
finally was driven out. 

From the chain works the mob moved 
on the Swissvale factory of the Pitts- 
burg Lamp, Brass and Glass company 
nearby. Everything possible was dam- 
aged before the workers had been 
chased away. 

Shouting and hooting, the _ rioters 
next appeared at the Thirteenth street 
entrance to the Edgar Thomson works. 

For a time they cont dad themselves 
with a demonstratioA in which they 
called upon workmen ingide the wall 
to join them. 

This continued for perhaps half an 
hotr' when a man rushed out from the 
mob and fired a pistol toward the en- 
trance. A few minutes later the firing 
from the mob became almost general, 
and a hot fight between rioters and 
deputies and plant guards ensued. 

Harangued in Foreign Tongues, 

After the street in front of the en- 
trance was clear, members of the mob 
reassembled in streets and alleys, while 
leaders harangued them in foreign 
tongues. The guards strengthened their 
lines and prepared to escort such of 
the 6,000 or 7,000 workmen in the mill 
as desired to go home at the end of 
the day’s work, but the mob did not 
disturb them as they passe out, nor 
did it interfere with the night force 
which appeared for work.

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BUSINESS MEN REACH 
FT, OGLETHORPE CAMP 


For Course in Military Train- 
ing—Liquors Are Barred 
From the Camp. : 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 2.—More 
than two hundred business and pro- 
fessional men arrived late tonight to 
attend the Southern military training 
camp, which will be opened tomorrow 
at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. Captain Gor- 
don Johnston, aide-de-camp to Major 
General Leonard Wood, who will assist 
Colonel D. W. Ketcham in directing the 
camp, said tonight he expected about 
600 will be enrolled for the first class. 

The first arrivals were W. M. Schwen- 
ker and Charles A. Asinari, who came 
from New York in automopile. Most 
of those here tonight were from New 
York, Massachusetts, Virginia and the 
gulf states. Phil T. Cole. of Quebec, 
Canada, will be enrolled, Captain John- 
ston said. 

“The camp, from the standpoint of 
location and equipment and sanitation, 
is the best military camp I have ever 
seen during my twenty years of serv- 
ice,” Captain Johnston said. “We ex- 
pect it to be an object lesson to every 
one participating in the training work, 
arousing a stronger interest in prepar- 
edness for national defense.” 

After enrollment applicants for mili- 
tary training will draw full infantry 
equipment, be assigned to tents and 
organized into companies of 150 men 
each, in command of a captain of the 
regular army, of which 700 members 
are encamped next to the citizen’s tent 
grounds. Fitting the proper shoes will 
be given the proper consideration on 
the first day, officers in charge of the 
camp said. The first drill instructions 
will be given late in the afternoon. 

Among the first orders issued to the 
citizen soldiery, Captain Johnston said, 
would ibe prohibition of the use or pos- 
session of any intoxicating liquors. 

Thirty-five local business men at- 
tended the last preliminary drill to- 
night before entering the camp.

IN DRAMATIC FASHION. 

Dublin, May 2.—(Via London.)—The 
Countess of Markievicz, who command- 
ed a force of 120 rebels in the Royal 
College of Surgeons, surrendered in a 
dramatic fashion. A white flag was 
hoisted Saturday morning and a com- 
munication sent to the officer command- 
— the attacking force saying that the 
rebels would surrender at 11 o’clock. 

At the appointed hour the countess 
marched out of the. college followed by 
the rebels, walking in twos. She was 
dressed entirely in green. She led her 
men to the British force, saluted the 
officer in command, kissed her revolver 
before surrendering it and her car- 
tridge bandolier and then said: “I am 
ready.” Her followers were then dis- 
armed and marched under an escort to 
the castle. 


POLICE AMBUSHED 


AND MURDERED. 

Belfast, May 2.—(Via London.)—One 
of the most tragic affairs of the rebel- 
lion was the ambushing of a party of 
police in County Meath by rebels, with 
the result that ten of the police were 
killed, 18 wounded and the rest com- 
pelled to surrender.

The plan adopted four years ago of 
trying out the residential supervision 
on the part of the bishops, whereby 
each bishop has charge of the annual 
conferences, contiguous to his Episco- 
pal residence, has been satisfactory to 
the bishops, but they teel that it 1S 
undesirable to group several such Epie- 
copal areas. “It tends,” the address 
sets forth, “to limit the experience and 
knowledge of the bishops to restricted 
sections, to prevent a wise and proper 
use of the transfer system (for minis- 
ters); to hinder their (the bishops’) 
most perfect service to those parts of 
the church which are missionary in 
character, and their largest use of the 
church boards whose operations cov- 
er the entire country.” 


Caring for Old Ministers. 


More than $1,200,000 was paid by 
the Methodist Episcopal church during 
1915 toward the support of superan- 
nuated and retired ministers and the 
widows of ministers. This fact was 
shown in the report presented by the 
board of conference claimants to the 
general conference of Methodist Epis- 
copal churches today. 

“The amount required annually to 
meet the legal claims of the entire 
church is about $1,800,000,” the report 
said, “in 1908, Methodism was paying 
$600,000 of these claims, leaving a 
shortage of $1,200,000 for which no 
provision was made, but in 1915 the 
church paid $1,225,226, and today is 
facing the joyful problem of providing 
an additional annual income of $600,- 
000, so that Methodism may be clear 
on the books.”’ 

The principal event of the confer- 
ence tonight was a reception of two 
fraternal delégates, the. Rev. Herbert 
B. Workman, principal of Westminster 
Training college, London, who repre- 
sented the British Wesleyan church, 
and the Rev. Dr. James Endicott, of 
Toronto, delegate of the Methodist 
church of Canada. 

After two ballots taken without re- 
sult in the contest for conference sec- 
retary in succession to the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph B. Hungeley, of Chicago, the 
Rev. Dr. Erwin Locke, of Topeka, Kan., 
was elected by acclamation upon the 
suggestion of the other candidates. 


SOUTHERN CHURCH 
FAVORS UNION. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 2.—Favorable 
action by the general conference by the 
Methodist Episcopal church now in ses- 
sion at Saratoga Springs, is all that is 
necessary to bring about a union of the 
three Methodist denominations in 
America. The Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, at. its general confer- 
ence in Oklahoma in 1914, adopted the 
report of a joint commission of the 
Methodist denominations which out- 
lined a plan for their organic union. 
The Methodist Protestant church has 
also acted favorably on the plan. If 
the general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church now in session adopts 
the plan, the organic union will be ac- 
complished, since the other denomina- 
tions are already bound. The plan of 
ig provides for separate jurisdic- 
tions.

New York, May 2.—In retaliation for 
the lockout of 60,000 workers on wom- 
en’s garments, begun a few days ago 
by the Manufacturers’ Protective as- 
sociation, the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ union today ordered 
a strike of all its’ members in this city, 
whether employed in the shops belong- 
ing to the Protective association or in- 
dependent shops. It is estimated that 
this order applies to 90,000 persons, in- 
cluding about 30,000 apprentices and 
others not already affected by the lock- 
out. Strikers employed at the so-call-

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More Than 200 Engineers 
Attend Southern Confer- 
ence of U. S. Bureau of 
Standards Now in Session.

The conservation of life is one of 
the main purposes of the southern con- 
ference of the United States Bureau of 
Standards, which convened for a three- 
day session at the Georgian Terrace 
hotel, Tuesday morning, with over 200 
prominent engineers, city electricians, 
city waterworks engineers and public 
utility company officials and experts 
in session. 

To conserve life the bureau of stan- 
dards is preparing a national electrical 
safety code, and this code is being dis- 
cussed by interested parties in the 
south. Its aim is the standardization 
of electrical appliances. and apparatus 
of all descriptions. 

Four prominent officials of the bu- 
reau of standards are here to lecture 
to the southern scientists. They are 
Dr. E. B. Rosa, chief physician of the 
bureau; Burton McCollum, electrical 
engineer; W. J. Canada, electrical en- 
gineer, and E. R. Shepard, assistant 
electrical engineer. 

Wednesday’s Session. 

Wednesday's session will be given up 
to a discussion of electrolysis, on the 
corrosion of underground pipe and 
cable systems by stray electrical cur- 
rents from street railway lines. 

This discussion will be led by Burton 
McCollum, of the bureau of standards, 
who will read a paper on “Electrolysis, 
and Its Prevention.” 

The conference was opened Tuesday 
morning by A. M. Schoen, chief engi- 
neer of the Southeastern Underwriters’ 
association, who is chairman of the 
committee in charge of the confer- 
ence, which is ‘being held under the 
auspices of the Affiliated Technical 
societies of Atlanta. 

Dr. Rosa delivered. an address in 
which he outlined the historical devel- 
opment of the national electrical safety 
code, which is about to be adopted by 
the national government. 

* Following his talk W. J. Canada, of 
the bureau of standards, read a num- 
ber of the important provisions of the 
national safety code. That section ap- 
pertaining to the regulation and con- 
struction of transmission and distribu- 
tion lines of high voltage created a 
deal of interest, 
noon was consumed in a discussion of 
these phases. 

South Leads in Lines. 

In the south there is a greater mile- 
age of high voltage transmission lines 
than in any other section of the’ coun- 
try, and the bureau is seeking to guar- 
antee safe conditions to this section, 


-.as well as other sections, by the proper 


construction of these lines. 

The national safety code as it now 
Stands in a tentative shape, which is 
practically final, is divided into four 
_gections. The first section deals with 
station house rules. The second sec- 
tion deals with regulation and con- 
struction of transmission and distribu- 
tion lines; the third with utilization 
equipment; and the fourth with rules 
for power plant and high voltage lines 
and their operation.

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THE SANITARIUM SHAME. 

Startling revelations made in the annual 
report of the trustees of the state sani- 
tarium, just submitted to the governor by 
President John T. Brantley, should arouse 
the whole state to the urgent necessity of 
adequate measures for the relief of this 
institution that will enable it efficiently to 
perform the functions) which Georgia ex- 
pects of it. , : 

Erected and, supposedly, maintained as a 
hospital for the care of insane persons, .the 
sanitarium has been made a dumping 
ground for inebriates, epileptics, defectives 
and criminals—classes which have no place 
there, but are confined in the sanitarium be- 
cause Georgia has made no other provision 
for them. 

Criminals, even murderers and assassins, 
are sent there to associate with other in- 
sane persons whose lives, with the excep- 
tion of their unfortunate mental condition, 
have been well ordered and above re 
proach. 

In a single year, through the careless- 
ness and inefficiency of courts of ordinary 
or the mistakes of juries or, perhaps, now 
and then through interested and doctored 
testimony, more than a hundred persons of 
thoroughly sound mind have been sent there 
for confinement and treatment. This is an 
imposition upon the institution and upon the 
state which should, under no circumstances, 
be permitted. 

Proper treatment in a large percentage 
of the cases of insanity means speedy and 
effective cure; and yet because the sani- 
tarium is lacking in facilities for this sort 
of treatment, because it has no such thing 
as an efficient psychopathic ward, hundreds 
of patients remain there in practical con- 
finement when they should be given liberty 
to rejoin their families and friends. 

But perhaps the most important feature 


demanding public and legislative attention 


is the necessity for facilities for the care 
and training of defective children. Many of 
these are now sent direct to the sanitarium 


’ to associate daily with the adult insane 


and substantial citizens. 


and, often, with the criminal insane. This 
is a stigma which Georgia should no longer 
suffer. There are hundreds of these chil- 
dren over the state iho are entitled to that 
consideration, attention and _ treatment 
which will restore them to soctaty as good 
Today they are 
sent to mingle with the insane, with crim- 
inals and even, at times, put upon the 
chaingangs! 

There is food not only for legislative 
but for public thought in President Brant- 
ley’s report; and not alone food for thought 
but need for action. 

Georgia’s present plan of dealing with 
her unfortunates is very much of a make- 
shift. If we are even to approach proper 
methods, it demands early legislative at- 
tention and relief.

ATLANTA AWAKENS---WHEN? 

How much longer is Atlanta going to 
continue to sleep over extravagance and 
inefficiency in her municipal government? 

We have had talk enough to start a 
dozen movements in the direction of the 
much-needed reformation; and still there is 
no beginning beyond the Dunlap resolution, 
which is still under committee considera- 
tion. Atlanta waits while the committee 
fails to muster a quorum. 

Extracts from a pertinent letter from 
Allen D. Albert, president of the Interna- 
tional Rotary clubs, and foremost among the 


country’s municipal experts, published in 


The Constitution today, points strikingly to 
some of Atlanta’s imperative needs. Basing 
his statement upon The Constitution’s edi- 
torial dealing with his recent Atlanta 
speech, Mr. Albert shows wherein we are 
most weak. 


: Interesting amgng ‘his assertions are 


that the commission form of government is 
no “cure-all,” and that no mere change in 
the form of Atlapta’s government will meet 
the city’s needs. But he does indicate 
abundant instances of the necessity for re 
vision, if the city is to progress and prosper. 

Time and again The Constitution has 
pointed out that Atlanta’s need is for char- 
ter revision along lines of greater economy 
and efficiency. It is not a question as to 
whether we shall adopt the present form or 
the commission plan of government; it is a 
question as to wether the taxpayers of 
this city shall get value received“in every 
possible direction, for the ample sum they 
pay for municipal support and maintenance. 

The people themselves should be given 
a free hand in deciding as to the form of 
government they desire. Let the two char- 
ters be written at one and the same time; 
the more carefully written because of com- 
petition between committees representing 
the two lines of thought. Then let these be 
placed before the people for their selection 
at the polls. 

The imperative thing is revision, not so 
much as to form as it is in the matter of 
results. We are now wasting both at the 
spigot and at the bunghole. Let us stop the 
waste, whatever be the shape of the. plug 
we have to drive in to do it. 

The charter revision committee should 
act and put the question up to the people. 
Certainly the people can be safely trusted 
to say how they want their city run. 


AFTER PLUMBING THIEVES. 

Whatever law is necessary to put an end 
to thefts of plumbing and other fixtures 
from vacant houses in the protection of 
property owners in Atlanta, as well as else- 
where in the state, should certainly be 
enacted by the legislature without delay. 

The Fulton county grand jury in its re- 
cent final presentments made a special re- 
port upon this subject, in which it recom- 
mended the enactment of “a city ordinance 
or state law,” containing provisions which 
would surround these thieves with such 
danger and penalties as would put an end 
to their operations. 

It should be a state law. Thievery in 
any form is now a state offense. Any law 
designed for the further protection of the 
public against burglars, sneak thieves and 
plunderers should have the name and force 
of the state behind it.

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Results Accomplished 
Encouraging Farmers’ - 
In Raising of Cattle 


Manicipal Diagnostician 
Tells Some of the Needs 
In Atlanta’s Government 


Editor Constitution: I love to tell the 
story of results accomplished. There is al- 
ways inspiration in that class of stories. A 
man or a woman wielding “the pen of a 
ready writer,” may awaken the deepest in- 
terest in a battle close at hand by cleverly 
weaving fact and gossip from headquarters 
and from the bivouac, but a graphic descrip- 
tion of a battle itself arouses a new interest 
and makes a more lasting impression. 

In the early autumn of ’14, the cashier of 
a bank in a small western city motored to 
a farm for the purpose of spending the Sab- 
bath with a farmer friend. After breakfast 
he and his host took a stroll over the fields 
and into the barn and cattle lot. 

The cashier remarked: “John, you have 
an abundance of corn, with forage enough 
and to spare. Indeed, you could spare 100 or 
more bushels of corn. You have not, how- 
ever, as thany head of cattle as I think would 
be desirable. What's your plan?” 

The host said: “I have planned to ell a 
considerable quantity of corn—feeding the 
balance to the cattle I have.” 

The cashier inquired: ‘Why sell your 
corn? Why not buy more cattle and more 
Swine, fatten and sell them?’ 

The host replied: “I would like to buy 
more cattle and swine, but cannot, for the 
good reason that I have not the necessary 
funds. I have given hours of thought to the 
suggestion you just made, but the lack of 
funds negative my plans.” 

The cashier said: “Lack of funds shall 
not be an excuse. I will see that you are 
provided with all the money that shall be 
needed to buy cattle and swine in number 
equal to the feeding capacity of your corn 
crib.” 

Farmer Gets the Money. 

The day following this interview the 
young farmer called on the cashier at bank, 
the papers were arranged and the requisite 
sum of money placed to the farmer's credit, 
whereupon he sought the market and soon 
had on his place the desired number of cat- 
tle and swine. 

Quite every Sunday or holiday—bank cash- 
ier? do not have very mary holidays—the 
cashier journeyed to his friend’s farm, be- 
came more and more enthusiastic over the 
fattening cattle and swine, interchanged 
views with his friend and then motored back 
to the city and to church—on holidays to 
the ball park. °.- 

By and by the cattle and swine were mar- 
keted, good prices obtained, a handsome 
profit realized and the note at bank can- 
celled. There remained to the credit of the 
young farmer a goodly sum of money. 

There you have what might be 
a concrete illustration of a plan by 
to encourage farmers to embark 
stock farming. 

A short time ago a community in Texas 
determined that the best interests of city 
and country folk alike would be speedily 
subserved if the people engaged in farming 
could be encouraged to acquire and give 
close personal attention to pure-bred beef 
cattle.

The South Georgia Farmer. 


My thoughts turn to south Georgia: What 
a marvelous revolution could be wrought 
in this great section of the state; indeed, 
in every section of our great state, if a few 
gentlemen, possessed of ample means and 
liberal and patriotic as well, would step into 
the inviting arena and set on foot a move- 
ment of the kind just described! 

The suggestion is not that it should be 
made a work of charity—this plan by which 
farmers shall be supplied with funds with 
which to purchase cattle and swine, or the 
cattle and swine purchased and then sold 
to the farmers. It is a business proposition. 
Loan the money, or the cattle and swine 
embodying the money, to farmers—taking 
their individual notes due at bank, sav 6 or 
12 months from date. Such notes would be 
in the nature of reserved title notes. 

A few years ago a lady, whose husband 
was a cotton farmer, wrote me requesting 
a word of advice and encouragement. She 
said she was desirous and determined not 
to be dependent on her husband for “pin 
money” for cotton Kept his nose to the 
grindstone. She had purchased a dozen 
White Cornish hens. She had adopted a 
suggestion she read in a poultry journal— 
that the male to head the flock should be 
found elsewhere than the place where she 
bought the hens. She -ordered a $10 cock 
bird from a dealer in Connecticut. The bird 
measured up to the advertisement she had 
seen. She proposed to make the best out 
of the pen of White Cornish § fowls. 
I gave the lady some of my _  experi- 
ence in raising chickens, and advised a pro- 
cedure I felt confident would put money in 
her purse. Today that lady is one of the 
most successful of many successful ladies in 
Georgia in raising and selling pure-bred 
poultry. She has now a poultry farm and 
readily disposes of all the eggs for hatehing 
and birds for breeding purposes at prices 
which Keep her capacious pocketbook full 
to overflowing.

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Allen D. Albert, international president 
of the Rotary clubs, and America’s leading 
diagnostician of city troubles, who recently 
spoke in Atlanta upon the needs of this city 
in the direction of charter and municipal 
government revision, has written a letter to 
Louis D. ‘Hicks, in which he deals with cer- 
tain phases of Atlanta's municipal situation. 

Following Mr. Albert’s speech in this city 
The Constitution made certain of his re- 
marks regarding needed charter revision, 
the subject of editorial comment. Mr. Al- 
bert, in his letter to Mr. Hicks, took The 
Constitution’s editorial as the basis of his 
comment. Following are extracts from Mr. 
Albert’s letter to Mr. Hicks, which will be 
of interest to eyery Atlantan who has the 
City’s welfare at heart: 


“The editorial in The Constitutio 
made me think a great A ie 
city government is not 
men could do wonders with it. But they 
must circumvent its defects; that is to say, 
the finance committee could serve the public 
schools only by accepting entirely the bud- 
get of the board oft education. In view 
ot this Situation I am satisfied, with The 
Constitution, that we shall not make such 
headway without eliminating certain ob- 
vious defects in the form o1 the city gov- 
ernment, : 

“If the city shall undertake this, let the 
beginning be a resume of the changes made 
in other cities in behalf of business-like 
government. This should take not less than 
six months. In my judgment, it should have 
the form of compilation and be without 
recommendations. The Rotary club would 
render Atlanta a notable service if in a pam- 
phiet of few pages it could provide the 
thinking men and women of Atlanta with 
a record of the plans adopted by other com- 
munities confronted with corresponding 
needs. - 

“The commission form of government is 
no cure-all. I can name you cities large 
and small which have found in it the un- 
expected difficulty of giving larger power 
to men incompentent to hola office. Here 
and there it has. worked wonders; in some 
instances men elected as cheap politicians 
have béen lifted by their new responsibilities 
into the largeness of excellent service. By 
and large the commission form of gov- 
ernment has raised the efficiency of city 
government. Dayton, Ohio, and Phoenix, 
in Arizona, can give you valuable informa- 
tion on the employment of a city manager. 

“But no mere change in the form of At- 
lanta’s government will meet Atlanta’s needs. 
Shall there or shall there not be technical 
training to lift the colored people out of 
mendicancy ? Is the city to ‘continue to 
manufacture laziness by giving away about 
$30,000 a year? It is the literal truth, not 
hyperbole, that the entire physical school 
equipment of Atlanta should be reorganized; 
and the ideal is not a series of elaborate 
three-story structures, but a series of one- 
story structures located almost entirely out- 
Side the business district. 

“Your chamber of commerce seems to me 
to be unusually efficient rather than be- 
low the average. I would not be under- 
Stood as recommending that it be too rad- 
ically changed. The present traffic bu- 
reau, Manufacturers’ association, Wholesal- 
ers’ association and Retailers’ association 
might all be continued substantially with- 
out change in compositiun. But Atlanta 
will be more business-like and she will have 
more power if these elements of strength 
be allied more strongly than at present. 
To this end I suggest only such changes 
as will be required to divide about two- 
thirds of your directorate among these bod- 
ies and to collect the maintenance fund for 
them all with one solicitation. Your in- 
come is now fairly high, by comparison 
with that of other cities. But it is not fair- 
ly high in the light of the Atlanta oppor- 
tunity. 

“A housing code is an imperative and ur- 
gent necessfty. , 

“A central council with the right per- 
sonnel will prove of a value hardly less than 
a change in the form of your city gov- 
ernment. It might be in the main an en- 
largement of your present conference of 
presidents and a development of your pro- 
posed council of, social welfare. It can be 
.pretty large—40/or 50; and it ought to in- 
clude men of the type who are not now giv- 
ing of their capability for leadership.

With the end in view being to stimulato 
interest on the part of the youth of Atlanta 
and Georgia in the history, life and tradi- 
tions of the aborigines, the preservation of 
Indian relics and the broadening of the 
average citizen's knowledge of primeval 
history, archaeology, etc. State Geologist S.

LAW BOOK 
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SLCPERINTENDENT BRITTAIN WILL 
TALK ON PROPOSED SCHOOL LAW 

State Superintendent of Schools M. L. 
Brittain, chairman of fhe executive commit- 
tee of the Georgia county school officials, 
and M. L. Duggan. in charge of rural schools 
for the state board of education, who is 
secretary of the committee, will go to Moul- 
trie this morning to attend the annual con- 
vention of the officials’ organization, to be 
held there Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. 

At this meeting, in addition to his an- 
nual address, Mr. Brittain will read, for the 
first time, the proposed law providing for 
compulsory school attendance, which will be 
introduced in the next session of the state 
legislature. The act follows in full: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That all children over 8 and under 14 
years’of age residing in any county or local 
system in this state shall attend school not 
less than four months, beginning at least bv 
July 1 of each year, unless it can be shown 
to the superintendent or other represent- 
atives of the board of education that such 
children are receiving instructions at home 
or elsewhere in the studies taught in the 
public schools; provided that the school au- 
thorities mentioned shall have power to 
excuse in the case of those children whose 
mental or physical condition renders the in- 
struction impracticable, or where poverty or 
agricultural conditions render such _  at- 
tendance temporarily inexpedient. 

“Section 2. The provisions of section 1 
shall not apply to those children who have 
completed tire first four, or primary grades 
of the public school course. 

“Section 3. Any person who has a child 
under his control and who fails to comply 
with the foregoing provision of this law 
after due warning shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and may be fined not exceeding 
$5 or five days’ labor for each offense. 

“Section 4. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict with this act be, and the 
same are, hereby repealed.”

NO RECALL 
OF TROOPS. 


Washington, May 2.—Developments 
here in the Mexican situation awaited 
tonight advices from General Scott as 
to his further conferences with General 
Obregon at El Paso. The war depart- 
ment had received no report from the 
chief of staff up to a late hour. 

Administration officials declared the 
situation unchanged after President 
Wilson and his cabinet had conferred 
at the rezular Tuesday meeting. Sec- 
retary Baker said General Funston’s 
original orders to pursue the Columbus 
raiders into Mexico still stood, as did 
the original purpose of the expedition. 

There was no indication tonight of 
a change in the determination of Pres- 
ident Wilson not to accept any proposal 
of the Carranza government condition- 
ed on the immediate withdrawal of ahe 
American forces. This element of the 
suggestions presented by General Ob- 
regon and by Eliseo Arredondo, Car- 


so far proved a stumbling Dlock to an 
agreement for wider co-operation in 
the ‘bandit chase. 

What Carransa Offers. 


From Mexican sources it was learn- 
ed today that, based upon/the imme- 
diate withdrawal of the' American 
troops, General Carranza has offered 
through his two representatives to 
place an active army of 25,000 men in 
northern Mexico as soon as the Amer- 
icans are withdrawn, The offer was 
accompanied by assurances, it is said, 
that more than half .of this force would 
be so placed as to guarantee border 
towns from future bandit raids, while 
the remainder would be used in a vigor- 
ous pursuit of bandits. 

It was the condition of immediate 
-_Amertican withdrawal attached to the 
offer, it is understood, which led to the 
interruption of the El Paso conference 
while Generals Scott and Funston laid 
the situation before President Wilson. 
They had no power to deal on that 
basis. There is nothing to ‘indicate 
that any such power has been con- 
ferred upon them in the additional in- 
structions sent by Secretary Baker. 

Officials maintained silence today as 
to the nature of the new instructions 
to General Scott. It is believed, how- 
ever, that he was authorized to make 
it clear to General Obregon that while 
no proposal for immediate withdrawal 
would be entertained, the United States 
would welcome a demonstration of the 
intention and ability of the de facto 
government to carry out its program. 


May Limit Pershing’s Zone. 


There is reason to believe the Amer- 
ican officers now have authority to 
make concessions in the way of limit- 
ing the zone in which General Persh- 
ing’s forces will operate until a demon- 
stration has been made. Such questions

George Spence, attorney for the com- 

any, said yesterday: 

“The plant will be. operated by the 
company until Wednesday afterneon at 
5 o'clock. After that time it' will be 
operated day by day until such time as 
it is apparent the city does not intend, 
or the mayor refuses to allow council 
to make terms on the proposition.

Up to Council Today. 


A resolution requesting that such ac- 
tion be taken by council will be intro- 
duced this afternoon by Councilman J.

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CAR OF WHISKY A DAY 
POURED INTO COLUMBUS 


Enormous ) Quantity of “Booze” 
Hidden Away in City 
and Suburbs. 


Columbus, Ga, May 2.—(Special.)— 
Whisky has been pouring into Colum- 
bus during: the past few weeks at the 
rate of a carload a day, according to 
all reports. 

Rumors are that it is being stored 
in various places in wholesale quan- 
tities, most of it being hauled to con- 
venient storage places on the Alabama 
side of the river. 

During the past few weeks “Bill 
Smith” and “Pompey Jones” and 
“Charlie Johnson” and many other col- 
ored citizens of apparently limited 
earthly possessions have been favored 
with large shipments. 

These shipments, containing some 
five to twenty barrels of whisky, were 
“order notify” in their character; that 
is, they could be obtained only by pro- 
ducing the bill of lading, and the bill 
Of lading could only be secured by pay- 
ing, at the bank, the draft attached 
to it. Drafts have been taken up 
Promptly and without questions, the 
bills of lading produced, and the ship- 
ment of liquid goods turned over to 
their rightful “owners.” 

Stored away somewhere in Columbus 
and suburbs is an enormous quantity 
of whisky, and this is the problem with 
which city and county officers will 
have to deal. There are rumors that 
various centrally located storehouses in 
Columbus contain big stocks of wet 
goods, but this is simply report. The 
rumors have reached the ears of the 
authorities, however, and close watch 
will be kept. 

hose who have kept track in a gen- 
eral way of the amount of whisky 
shipped to Columbus in recent weeks 
estimate that about a half-million dol- 
lars’ worth of liquor is now stored 
away here.

EPISCOPAL CONGRESS 
IN SESSION AT NORFOLK 


Norfolk, Va., May 2.—The Episcopal 
church in the United States opened its 
third annual congress here tonight with 
churchmen from all parts of the coun- 
try in attendance.

Professor W. M. Urban, of the fac- 
ulty of Trinity college, Hartford, Conn., 
said the continuance of life of Chris- 
tianity seemed to be independent of 
signs and wonders and that even the 
miracles of the gospel seemed to be 
sinking more and more into the back- 
ground in spiritual teachings. 

Bishop A. M. Randolph, of the dio- 
cese of Virginia, opening the congress, 
requested prayers for “the spirit of 
unity.”

REACHES NEW MARK 


Silversmiths and Jewelers At- 
tribute High Cost to Foreign 
Shipments for Coinage. 


Atlanta jewelers and _ silversmiths 
were deeply concerned yesterday over 
the silver market, which reports that 
silver bullion has risen higher than 
ever before, including 1893, the year of 
panic. 

Bullion its selling at 73 cents an 
ounce, and is expected to go to $1.by 
September. On April 1 it jumped from 
40 to 63 cents, rising steadily until Sat- 
urday, when it reached the present 
high-water mark of 73 cents. 

Silversmiths and jewelers have de- 
clared a 10 per cent increase on silver 
articles. It will later go to 25 per 
cent, local dealers say. 

The cause of the rise is attributed 
to shipments of silver for coinage pur- 
poses to Russia, and the demand for 
silver in South America and like ports.

Of this sociological congress, Trav- 
elers Aid has now become a vital part 
by the formation of a southern section 
of the Travelers’ Aid society. At the 
request of the delegates, Mr. O. C. Ba- 
ker, secretary, of New York, consented 
to act for one year as chairman of the 
southern district.

The un- 
favorable weather map showing. rains 
with low temperatures increased ner- 
vousness over the new crop start, 
While the advance had the encourage- 
ment of bullish overnight spot advices, 
Steady cables and the more optimistic 
view of international politics. The 
demand, however, slackened after the 
advance to 12.43 for May, 12.60 for Oc- 
tober and 12.73 for December, or about 
17 to 29 points above last night’s clos- 
ing figures, while there also seemed 
ta be a good deal of realizing above 
the 12% cent level. Part of this profit- 
taking was attributed to southern 
longs, and uncertainty as to the tone 
of the expected German note on the 
submarine question probably promoted 
the realizing of local longs. There 
was no talk of hedge’ selling here, 
however, and the market was steadied 
during the afternoon by reports of a 
more active spot demand at advanc- 
ing prices..

MATERIAL DECLINE. 
“INGRAM PRES 


Unsubstantiated Rumors 
That the German Crisis Is 
Growing More Acute Were 
Cause of Losses. 


Chicago, May 2.—Material declines 
took place in the wheat market today 
owing lar,ely to rumors that advices 
from Berlin were less reassuring than 
had been generally expected. The close

Weakness in wheat developed to some 
extent as soon as trading began, but in 
the early dealings appeared to be dué 
chiefly to better weather in the spring 
crop belt, especially Canada. Reports 
that green bugs had invaded Kansas 
and were causing renewed anxiety In 
Oklahoma, led afterward to a rally, 
which, however, proved to be only of a 
transient character. Before the session 
was half over the movement of prices 
downgrade had again acquired head- 
way, and was at no time thereafter 
given any decided check, although defi- 
nite basis appeared to be wholly lack- 
ing for assumptions that the German 
crisis was growing more acute. 

Breaks in the stock market tended 
to emphasize bearish sentiment regard- 
ing wheat, and so also did unsettling 
reports about grave labor troubles. Ex- 
port business amounting to upward of 
1,000,000 bushels seemed to have lLttle 
if any weight as an offset, the reason 
perhaps being that the greater part of 
the total was not domestic grown. 

finally gave way with wheat, 
first the market showed consider- 


lable strength as a result of frost pre-

ment “would have gone a long way to 
prevent the present war.” 

International Agreement. 


Mr. Taft said that a world tribunal 
must rest for its jurisdiction on an 
international agreement among the 
great powers, “which shall provide a 
permanent eourt, of permanent judges 
versed in the law, who shall decide 
questions according to law, and who 
ought under the agreement to have 
power to decide whether the question 
presented by the complainant is with- 
in the jurisdiction of the court under 
the international agreement... . 

“It is apparent that a world court 
could not provide for the settlement 
of political and other non-judicial 
ouestions that may lead to war and 
which cannot be disposed of in ac- 
cordance with the rules of law and 
equity. 

“Nevertheless, it will be an enormous 
step in the avoidance of war to have 
such a court, and the example that 
it will furnish in a very large field 
of controversy, the settlement of which 
would avoid war, cannot but have a 
profound influence in also stimulating 
settlement by negotiations and com- 
promise,. and by arbitration of ques- 
tions outside the possibility of judicial 
settlement.”

FIRST YEAR BABIES 
KILLED BY IGNORANCE

‘of the visiting nurse in infant welfare 


work were discussed in papers read 
late today at the session of the three 
national organizations of nurses 1n con- 
vention here. Dr. Walter Hoffman, of 
Chicago, and Alice Hall, of Providence, 
R. lL. were among those who presented 
papers, 

“Ignorance kills a large percentage 
of first-year babies,” said Dr. Hoffman, 
“Vital statistics show that out of one 
hundred babies who die during the first 
year, eighty have been bottle fed, and 
it is a conservative estimate that 58 
per cent of these could be saved if 
properly cared for. Most children are 
born healthy, therefore our main ob- 
ject is to keep the well baby well. it 
is not so much the curing of the sick 
baby that lowers the death rate as the 
prevention of sickness.” 

Dr. Hoffman urged the weighing of 
the baby at least once a week, declar- 
ing weight was the best guide to judge 
its development. He advised simple 
dilutions of cow’s milk, with additions 
of sugar, as the best artificial baby 
food. Rules for proper feeding of 
babies were also given. ; . 

“This is the day and age for the 
child,’ Miss Hall asserted. “A few 
years ago you could not get busy peo- 
ple to listen when you talked about 
infants, but now they will listen and 
try to do something. Children should 
be trained early in home making and 
food values, thereby making social con- 
ditions for the future a less difficult 
problem.” The infant welfare nurse 
was described as a “go-between” vis- 
iting homes and studying conditions, 
seeing the need of certain changes and 
making others see them. Importance 
of proper food also was emphasized. 

Problems of nursing education were 
discussed at tonight’s session by Dr. 
Rudolf Matas, of Tulane university; 
Dr. Brandt V. B. Dixon, president H. 
Sophie Newcomb Memorial college, Tu- 
lane university.
